. people, they commenced depredations.on our citigens, who had set | 
tled—on the head waters of the Chariton with the view of: raising. | 
stock, by insulting them in the grossest and most wanton manner.—_ 
They killed and used their stock to/a large amount, menacing the 
security and threatening the lives of the inhabitants. These outrages 
necessarily excited our citizens against the Indians, a party of whom | 
visited their encampment to reclaim| the property which had been | 
stolen and‘lo require them to move beyond the limits of the State. 
Binding the Indians prepared for action, a conflict ensued, in whieb | 
three of our citizens were killed and four wounded. one of whom. | 
_ #fbsequently died of his wounds. On the part of the Indians, it is | 
eaid there were from four to six killed, and some wounded: ‘When — 
this intelligence reached the interior, it caused a general excitement 
among-the people. More than two hundred men assembled at Fay- 
atte;and marched immediately towards the scene of these transactions. 
As soon as these events were made known to me, I approved of the 
course that had been taken, and ordered the troops to proceed with 
all possible despatch to the frontier, and. chastise the offeuders if 
found.

The-undersigned, members of the Senate, and the only Senators 
now present representing any part of the second’ Judicial Circuit, 
do solemnly protest against the proceedings and decisions of the Sen- 
ate. on three: several questions, arising int consequence of the nom- 
ination (by the Governor) of Priestly H. McBride, to. be Judge of 
_ the second Judicial Circuit. 
_ First, we do protest against the decision of the Senate; ip refusing 

to refer the nomination of Mr. McBride to a committee, to engairè 
_ into his myer Beba for the high duty of a Judge, and his standing 
as a Lawyer. Betause the office of J udge is ofthe highest impor: 
tance to the safety and happiness of the people, and more than any 
other officer known to the law, requires that the officer should be a 
man of learning, experience and practical talents. +- Whereas Mr. 
McBride was a stranger in the circuit over which he was nominated 
to preside, and. had no reputation among the people of that circuit 
for the posession of either of those necessary qualities. 
Because, Mr. McBride, although for several yéars a nominal 
practitioner of the me has never attained any eminence in his pro- 


fession; and the undersigned have been informed (and beliéve they ` 
could have proven the fact tothe Senate, if a committee of enquiry 
had been «granted) that he was never known io commence a suit at 
law, and conduct the- ame to a successful issue without'the aid of 
others, nor to “argue a legal question before a court or jury.

‘The good or ill quali- 
ties of the Judge affects them in their dearest and most valued inter- 
esis. Hisdecisions controul them in their daily transactiuns, and his 
_ power, for good or evil, comes home to the bosém and happiness of 
every manin the circuit. Hence it is peculiarly proper, that the in- 
terest and wishes of the people should be consulted. when‘an officer 
“whose functions are so extensive-and important is about to be set 
over them for a period almost indefinite. It is their right to be hear- 
ed according to the forms of the constitution, and we protest against 
their deprivation of that right. a e 
_ Thirdly, we do solemaly protest against the act and decision of 

the Senate, in advising and consentingto the appointment of Priest- 
ly H. McBride, as Judge of the second Judicial Circuit. Because, 
the chief business of a Circuit Judge being of a local nature, itis . 
“more in accordance with the general sense of society and the gene- 
. ral practice of the country, that the Judge should be selected in the 
circuit over which ‘he is to preside, if personsof suitable character 
.and qualifications can be found therein. If none such cap be found 
in the circuit, we, admit the propriety of selecting a Judge, among . 
the mere learned and better qualified elsewhere. Mr. McBride was 
not a citizen ofour circuit, and none will pretend that his qualifica- 
tions. either legal, intellectual or moral, are superior to those of ma- 
ny of the citizens of the circuit, who are known and acceptable to) 
the people..

‘ters and instructions from private persons, not exceeding one hun- 
dred and twenty five, from one county in the circuit, and six or eight 
` inone other county, most of which letters and instructions, we con- 
` gcientiously believe, were procured by the-active efforts of the nomi- 
nee himself, and his personal friends, and_came to the Senate, not 
through the Senator representing the persons who sent them. but 
through Senators from opposite and distant parts of the State, thus 
-tending to justify the belief, that party feelings and- personal dislike’ 
- actuated most of the writers, and that it was as much their object te 
degrade thei: Senater and depreciate his standing ın the Senate as to 
-effectuate the objects of the nomination. For these reasons, we do 
solemnly protest against the aforesaid acts and decisions of the Sen-
